THE EDITOR'S CRITICS. 


The conduct of a newspaper is one 


of the lew tilings which Uie majority 
of men and some women think they 
can do better than the editor and pub- 
Mailer. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion, for example, criticises the press 
severely tor having been subsidized 
by the Standard Oil Company, the 
•ubsidy consisting of the purchase ol 
advertising space and the filling of it 
With matter defensive of the Standard 
«nd its policy. In these days ol penny 
newspaper, the chief sources of rev- 
enue are the advertising columns, and 
the right of the advertiser to nil them 
•with matter exploiting his own wares 
and business is not questioned so long 
aa actual fraud is not apparent and 
'decent language is used. Further than 
this, no newspaper attempts to dot 
up a censorship over its advertising 
matter. 
To do otherwise would be 


manifestly unfair and unwise. 


It is plain that the Interstate Com- 


merce 
Commission 
has very hazy 


ideas of the mission of the press, else 
It would not so strenuously object to 
newspaper advertising contracts pay- 
able in railway transportation. Such 
contracta have been common for years, 
and during all that period most edi- 
tors nave not refrained from freely 
criticising railway management when 
tie circumstances seemed to warrant 
It Instances of this are BO numerous 
tint distinctions would be invidious.
